TVashlnRton. 1M:lrrh 17.—Tho nomina- 


tion of T. V. 1'owderly to be commis- 
sioner of immigration was confirmed 
Jiy the senate in executive session yes- 
tcnluy by the vote of 43 to 20. Senator 
Chandler was the only Republican who 
voted against confirmation, while a 
huge number of Democrats voted for 
Mr. Powderly. The vote was preceded 
liy a rather sharp debate. In which the 
question \\hether Mr. Powderly had 
made a trade with the Republicans in 
the last campaign was discussed Quite 
freely. 


Senators Teller and Stewart attacked 


Mr. Powderly's record on the financial 
question, and Mr. Stewart read a letter 
Irom Mr. Powderly written during the 
campaign of 1892, in which he declared 
his adherence to the causa of bimetal- 
lism and denounced those of the labor 
elempiit \v ho had aligned themselves on 
the B«"jpblican side as rendering them- 
selves liable- to the charge of ln-uip made 
the subjects of bribery. Mr. Stewart 
contended that Mr. Powderly h:nl placed 
himself in exactly the category in which 
he had i>re\ lously soueht to phn-e others 
by his course in the campaign of lhi'6. 


Senator Hanna made a brief speech in 


\\hich he asserted that Mr. Powdtrly's 
support of the Republican ticket in the 
late campaign was not the result of any 
collusion or bargain. "Mr. Powderly." 
he said, "came to us of his own accord, 
and w ithout any solicitation on our part. 
We did not go after him and we did not 
promise him anything" Furthermore. 
Mi. Jl.inna said that he was not original- 
ly a supporter of Powderly for the posi- 
tion of commissioner of immigration. 
ha\lng another candidate for the office 
This fact ought to be suftVient evidence. 
Mr. Hanna thought, to convince the moat 
sceptical that there had been no bar- 
gain that Mr. Powderly *hould have the 
office as the result of hi? services In the 
campaign. 


Mr. Chandler made a speech In op- 


p^isition, reading protests from labor or- 
ganizations and declaring that the Ke- 
publican party could not afford to ap- 
point to so Important an office a man so 
distasteful to the labor element. 


Mr. Fairbanks clo«cd the debate in Mr 


Ponderly's behalf, defending his record 
in office and his character as a man 
He said that Mr. Ponderly had demon- 
strated by several months of servi< e his 
litnes-h for the ofl'ne. He asserted (hat 
the only charges made against him vv ere 
of a political nature and contended that 
these wr-ie not of a character to in any 
way reflect upon him or to justify op- 
position to his confirmation. 


Business in legislative session was con- 


fined to the passage of a few bills largely 
of a local character. The national quar- 
antine bill was not considered. 


Senator Davis submitted with the joint 


resolution for the annexation of Hanai 
an extended report of the committee 
whiih states: "Xo exetclse of pott PI 
eould be more supreme than that undei 
which Texas was annexed lo the United 
Statt-s eithet as to its scope or the man- 
ner of the annexation or the choice of 
conditions upon i\hich congress wouli 
merge the sovei fignty of an indepen- 
dent republic into the supremacy of the 
T'niled States. This important, clear 
and far-reaching precedent is a suffici- 
ent guide foi the action ot rongregs in the 
passage ot the joint resolution herewith 
repuru-d. If, in the Judgment of con- 
gress, such a measure is supported by a 
safe and wise policy, or is based upon a 
national duty that we owe to the people 
of Hawaii, or 13 necessary for our na- 
tional development and security, that 
Is enough to justify annexation with the 
consent of th" recognized government of 
the lounuy to be annexed."

Fire in Chicago. 


Chicago. March 17.—it required just 


20 minutes Wednesday afternoon for 
>ne of the most savage lires Chicago 
has seen since the famous cold storage 
warehouse 
Ore on the world's

grounds in IS!*:! to take from five to Ki 
lives, maim 'M people and reduce a six- 
story brick building to a pile of blazing 
limber, red-hot bricks and twisted iron, 
i'he number of dead is still in doubt, 
and probably will not 
be 
definitely 


known until the debris of the building 
is sutlieiently cooled to admit of seareh 
being made for the bodies of those who 
undoubtedly aie in tbe ruins. 
This 


will be two clays hence at least. 
Three 


men are knonn to be dead. 
They are: 


Samuel A. Clark, bookkeeper for tbe 
Olmstead Scientific company. Miles A. 
Smith, salesman for the same company, 
and Edward Jjmz, cashier for Sweet, 
Wallach & Co. 


The origin of the fire is unknown. By 


some it said to have been caused by an 
explosion of collodion in the wallpaper 
w art-rooms of Alfred Peate on the third 
floor, and by others to have been the re- 
suit of an explosion among some photo- 
graphic' chemicals in the supply house 
of Sweet, Wallach & Co on the sixth 
floor. 
Employes of both concerns deny 


that there was any explosion in their 
vieii'ity.

In the lower part of the building, for the 
flames shot up the light shall at onee. 


The .sound of the explosion thre wthe 


Inmates of the building into a panic, 
and on <e\^ral floors a. wild stampede 
for the stairuays and elevators began.

the elevators ran thf-ir c.us up to the 
i of the building, shouting "liie" nt 


every llooi. 
When they reAched the 


op both I'levatois took on a load of 
li ightened women and started for the 
bottom. 
The front elevator was in 


:harge of Henry Uleason, a boy, and that 
n the re.ir was handled by William St. 
form, a young man. 
Koth of these kept 


their he.ids, showed much coolness and 
:ira\ery. and were instrumental in sav- 
ngr many lives. 
In less tlrxn 10 minutes after the ex- 


plosion that started Ule fire all escape 
for the inmates hy the stairs and ele- 
vators was rut off. 
There remained 


only the windows and the single es- 
cape, an iron structure not over IS Inches 
from side to side. 
This was speedily 


covered w i t h a stringr of people, some 
on one side, some on the oilier. 
Many 


ot those who could not reach the lire- 
escape made their viay to the front 
windows, and it was out of these that 
Clark, Smith and Kinz hurled them- 
selves to death. 


Kduard Hinz fell a victim to his desire 


to save otheis and to protect his booki 
from harm.

the employes to run for their lives.

ihen ruMioil h.iek to his desk, gathered 
his hooks .incl jammed them into the 
vault.

He clambered upon the sill and stood 
there in view of the crowd below. Clatk 
and Smith had already bedaubed the 
pavement wuh their liteljuiod, and the 
crowd knew there was no more chance 
for Bmz than for them.

Whether in such case the 
sentiment of the people can be appeased 
by any money settlement is likely to re- 
ceive a good deal of attention. There 
are some things that cannot be measured 
In dollars." 


"So far as modern science can predict 


naval tactics." says The Advertiser, "it 
seems likely that any movement made 
by a hostile fleet against the piincipal 
ports of the Atlantic coast would call 
foi th a counter demonstiation on the 
part of tbe American navy, 
in such 


•fashion that a severe and highly impor- 
tant naval battle would result, the scene 
of such a conflict being in the neighbor- 
hood of Cape Cod. After such a battle 
it would be almost indispensable to the 
best interests of the American navy that 
the larger ships oC the American squad- 
ron should be repaired at once at the 
government navy yards in New Tork 
harbor or at that in Boston harbor. 
Drydocks at both yards would be needed. 
If a naval war should break out in any 
way or for any cause before the com- 
pletion of the drydock at the Charles- 
tow n navy yard, the whole American 
union would have reason to regret the 
excessive 
deliberation and 
slowness 


which has preceded action in the mat- 
ter of a drydock at this port." 


The Globe says:

I al.so planned to put up 
my mosquito chloride in snmll bottles for 
home use, placing it on halo nt all drug 
stores. These wero tho fir^t steps of my 
enterprise.

COURT IN KEY WE;ST. 


General Impression That the Verdict 


^ylll be an External Explosion. 


Key West. March 17.—The arrival of 


the court of Inquiry from Havanaon the 
Mangnne v\^r*i not unexpected; but the 
extreme mystery which has surrounded 
the behavior or ixs members during the 
dav is in strong contrast with their for- 
mer conduct in Key West. 
The most 


cliMmite statement obtainable was from 
a member of the court, who, after stip- 
ulating that his name should be sup- 
pressed, said: 
"I do not know whether 


\\ e will hold a session here, but I suppose 
we will." 


Washing-ton, March 17.— The mnin de- 


velopment in the Spanish situation yes- 
terday was In connection with thp def- 
inite representations submitted by the 
Spanish government to the state de- 
partment concerning the assembling of 
ft large fleet of American Aiarslnps at 
Key West, the war preparations, and th* 
Influence which these might have on the 
approaching elections in Cuba. 
These 


representations were exactly 
in 
line 


With the semi-official utterance accred- 
ited to a high ofllclnl conversant with 
the views of the Spanish cabinet 
\Vlnli- 


they cannot properly be regarded as a 
protest against the attitude and acts of 
the United States government, they rnav 
unquestionably be set down as a remon- 
strance calculated to have an effect In 
European court circles. 
Not being a 


technical protest, the statement has not 
called forth an official rejoinder, for It 
Is lacking in tangible accusations, being 
rather an argumentative piesontjtion 
of. alleged Spanish jjiicvances. 


The Fern sailed for Havana from Key 


West yesterday afternoon, going to t e - j 
lieve the Montgomery as a home for the ' 
officers 
engaged 
in supervising the, 


wrecking operations in Havana harbor. 
It is said unequivocally that the Mont- 
gomery is not withdraw n owinpr to any 
suggestion from Spanish houiccs that 
her presence is not desired. It \\u> the 
announced intention of Secretary i,ong 
when the ciuiser was sent to 11 avail.i 
to keep her there only so Jong as tlv 
Fern should be engaged in the v\oikof 
distributing relief among thesuffeieih in 
eastern Cuba. 
This task having bi i-n 


performed, and owing to the return of 
the board of inquiry liom IJ.ivMii.i, Iheie 
being fewer persons to accommodate, 
the Fern, which is better equipped than 
the Montgomei y to assist in the v, re< It- 
ing operations, Is returned 10 her posi- 
tion. 


THE PDKITAN. 


The fleet at Key West will be aug- 


mented within the next day or t\vo by 
the arrival of the Annapolis, the tor- 
pedo boat Foote and the na\ al tugrs, Ley- 
den and Samoset. 
The gunboat Hel- 


ena is now on her way from the Eu- 
ropean station under orders to report at 
Key West. 
The Helena reported her 


arrival yesterday at Funchal on her way 
tu join ths fleet. These and the other 
vessels previously ordered to that point 
constitute the largest assemblage of 
war vessels made since the demonstra- 
tion following the Virginius affair and, 
considering effectiveness and armament. 
it is the strongest assemblage of ships 
for other than review purposes, since 
the war.

members of the court, Hear Admiral 
Sicard and Commander West, no one 
here has any real cue to the final de- 
cision. 
One of the officers of the Maim 


eaid to this correcpondent: 
"I believe 


the Maine was blown up from the out- 
Bide; but Judging- frorn the questions 
asked by members of the court when 
previously herij, I am utterly unable tu 
ascertain whether they have even count' 
enanced such a solution of. the disaster, 
1 have talked with fellow officers and, 
basing their opinions on the character 
of the questions asked, tliey too were 
bound to confess that they were just as 
much in the dark."

Washington, March 17.—There Is a 


much larger stock of vessels right at 
home available for naval use than waa 
generally supposed, many of which will 
make efficient cruisers and gunboats al- 
most equal to vessels of the unprotected 
cruiser type now in the navy. 
Such a 


vessel was acquired yesterday, the ne- 
gotiations being closed upon the report 
of the board of inspection of auxiliary 
cruisers now at work in New York. Thii 
is the steel yacht Mayflower, the prop- 
erty of the Ogden Goelet estate. 
She 


is of 2400 tons displacement, 278 feel 
long, 36 feet beam and 16 feet draught. 
She has 600 tons coal capacity, and with 
two screws is rated a 17-knot vessel 
She is equipped with all modern ap- 
pliances, search lights, electric plant 
distillers and evaporators. 


Surgeon General Van Reypen returned
